Stainless Steel 


USEFUL INFORMATION 


It is a popular belief that knives made of stainless steel never possess a keen cutting edge. When knives 
are badly ground there is a good reason for this belief, as it is impossible to sharpen effectively a blade which 
has been inadequately ground. On the other hand, a very keen edge can be easily obtained on a well-ground 
blade. A further contributory cause to this unfounded belief is due to the neglect, on the part of the user, to 
sharpen Stainless Steel Knives. Prior to the invention of Stainless Steel, when ordinary steel knives were in 
use, this latter kind of knife had to be cleaned on a knife board and in the process of cleaning the knives were 
unwittingly sharpened. We, therefore, recommend that Stainless Steel Knives be sharpened from time to 
time, preferably, by using a steel. 

It is also popularly believed that “Stainless” Steel is stainless under all conditions and is impervious to 
all acids, but this is an erroneous belief, doubtless due to the loose application of the term “Stainless.’ 

The term “Stainless” must be understood in the relative sense seeing that, technically, there is no known 
metal which cannot be caused to enter into chemical action and, therefore, to corrode by placing it in a suitable 
mordant under suitable conditions, the noble metals, gold, platinum, etc., being no exceptions. 

Notwithstanding the foregoing reservations, Stainless Steel articles can be kept free from stains providing 
that they receive proper treatment. It is recommended that articles, such as Table Knives, etc., be washed 
immediately after use. Food acids, especially those found in hot lamb and pork, attack Stainless Steel and 
are liable to cause stains if the knives are not thoroughly washed after use. 


Pocket Knives 

The handles or scales are all genuine Stag, Mother of Pearl, Ivoride, Nickel Silver or Stainless Steel. 
Synthetic or imitation Stag or Pearl is not used on any patterns shown in this catalog. 

Tips, Caps or Bolsters are exclusively of Nickel Silver unless otherwise specified as steel.
